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Telephone Recording Control 

Your RadioShack Telephone Recording Control plugs di- 
rectly into a modular jack on your telephone line and lets 
you automatically record your phone conversations using 
a tape recorder (not supplied) that has microphone and 
remote jacks. The Recording Control starts recording 
when you lift the receiver and stops when you hang up. 

Important; It is illegal in some states to record a conver- 
sation without the consent of all parties to the conversa- 
tion, including the phone company. Check the laws in 
your area before using the Recording Control. 

This recording control has been tested and found to 
comply with all applicable UL and FCC standards. 


FCC STATEMENT 

Your Recording Control complies with Part 68 of FCC 
Rules. You must, upon request, provide the FCC registra- 
tion number and the REN to your phone company. Both 
numbers are on the bottom of your Recording Control. 

Note: You must not connect your Recording Control to: 

• Coin-operated systems 

• Party-line systems

READ THIS BEFORE INSTALLATION 

We have designed your telephone recording control to 
conform to federal regulations, and you can connect it to 
most telephone lines. Flowever, each device you connect 
to the phone line draws power from the phone line. We 
refer to this power draw as the device’s ringer equiva- 
lence number, or REN (the REN is shown on the bottom 
of your Recording Control). 

If you are using more than one phone or other device on 
the line, add up all the RENs. If the total is more than five, 
your phones might not ring. In rural areas, a total REN of 
three might impair ringer operation. If ringer operation is 
impaired, disconnect one of the devices from the line. 



You can use the Recording Control with any tape record- 
er that has microphone and remote jacks, and you can 
connect the Recording Control to a modular jack on any 
conventional phone line. If your telephone wiring does not 
have a modular jack, you can update the wiring yourself 
or have the telephone company update it for you. 

Notes: 

• RadioShack stores sell jacks and adapters to convert 
older wiring methods to modular wiring. 

• The USOC number of the jack to be installed is 
RJ1 1 C (or RJ1 1 W for a wall plate jack). 

Follow these steps to install the Recording Control. 

1 . Disconnect your tele- 
phone’s modular cord 
from the wall jack and 
insert it into the modular 
jack on the Recording 
Control. 

2. Insert the Recording 
Control’s modular plug 
into the wall jack. 


3. Insert the Recording Control’s smaller Y-plug into the 
recorder’s remote (REM) jack, then insert the other Y- 
plug into the microphone’s (MIC) jack. 
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Important: Do not cut the Recording Control’s modular 
cord or try to splice it directly into another phone line 
cord. This voids your Recording Control's warranty. 


OPERATION 



Recording Your Calls 

To automatically record your phone conversations, make 
sure your tape recorder is set to record and play/record 
on the Recording Control is set to record. Each time you 
pick up the phone’s handset to make or answer a call, the 
tape recorder automatically begins recording. When you 
hang up the handset, the tape recorder automatically 
stops recording. 

Notes: 

• If the tape does not start or stop properly, check to be 
sure the Recording Control is properly connected. 

• To stop recording during a call (or to not have a call 
recorded at all), simply stop (or turn off) the tape 
recorder. 

Listening to Your Recordings 

To listen to your recordings, be sure your tape recorder is 
no longer set to record, then set play/record to play on 
the Recording Control and use your tape recorder’s play, 
rewind, and fast-forward buttons as usual. 


Also, the phone company can make changes to its lines, 
equipment, operations, or procedures that could affect 
the operation of this telephone recording control. The 
telephone company notifies you of these changes in ad- 
vance, so you can take the necessary steps to prevent 
interruption of your telephone service. 


LIGHTNING 

Your Recording Control has built-in protection circuits to 
reduce the risk of damage from surges in telephone line 
and power line current. These protection circuits meet or 
exceed the FCC requirements. However, lightning strik- 
ing the telephone or power lines can damage your Re- 
cording Control. 

Lightning damage is not common. Nevertheless, if you 
live in an area that has severe electrical storms, we sug- 
gest that you unplug your Recording Control during 
storms to reduce the possibility of damage. 


THE FCC WANTS YOU TO KNOW 

In the unlikely event that your Recording Control causes 
problems on the phone line, the phone company can 
temporarily discontinue your service. If this happens, the 
phone company attempts to notify you in advance. If ad- 
vance notice is not practical, the phone company notifies 
you as soon as possible and advises you of your right to 
file a complaint with the FCC.
